SEOUL, Oct. 17 (AP)—Nearly 1,000 Chinese troops 


assaulted Sniper Ridge on the 


central Korean front tonight

Trade Surplus 


In August 


OTTAWA, Oct. 17 (BUP)—-A 
16 per cent drop in the prices of 
goods imported by Canada during 
August helped the nation achieve 
an international trade surplus of 
$47,500,000 for the month. 

The Bureau of Statistics said 
the credit balance compared with 
a debit of $3,900,000 in the same 
month of last year. 

The bureau said a 2.8 per cent 
increase in the volume of Can- 
ada’'s exports helped chalk up the 
surplus, but the major factor was 
a 16.1 per cent drop in the prices 
Canada paid for commodities 
bought abroad, 

Coupled with the 2.8 per cent 
rise in Canadian éxports for 
August compared to the same 
month last year, there was a 4.1 
per cent drop in prices received 
for Canadian goods 

Exports in August amounted 
to $345,100,000 compared with 
$349,800,000 in 1951. 

Canadian imports for August 
1952, were up-1.2 per cent from 
the same month of last year, but 
they cost only $302,900,000 com 
pared with $357,500,000 in 1951 

Canada’s trade with the United 
States continued in the red, but 
August produced the smallést im- 
port surplus of the year-—$31,- 
900,000. The cumulative total of 
debit trading with the United 
States was $413,500,000 for the 
eight months period

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Do You Want Higher Taxes? 


E C.C.F. PROPOSES TO CIR- 

_ culate throughout Canada a 
petition reading roughly like this 
“Are you in favor of national health 
insurance?” Thus asked, the ques- 
tion is likely to receive a large affir- 
mative answer 

But if the public is to know 
what, it is voting on the petition 
should read about as follows: “Are 
you in favor of national health in- 
surance at the cost of increasing 
income taxes by .at least 50 per 
cent?” Asked thus, the question un- 
doubtedly would. be answered with 
a thundering “No.” 

The ‘Ottawa experts who have 
been studying health insurance for 
many years calculate that it would 
cost about: $30 per year for ‘every 
man, woman and child in the popu- 
lation. The total cost would thus 
be $420 millions a year. That is cer- 
tainly a conservative estimate, made 
before all costs reached their pres- 
ent high level 

In the last fiscal year all per- 
sonal income taxes in Canada 
amounted to $980 millions, The 
cost of health insurance is thus 
equivalent to roughly half that 
figure. Now the C.C.F. will say that 
health insurance does not neces- 
sarily have to be financed by a 50 
per cent increase in income taxes 
Of course not. But however the 
money is collected, however the col- 
lection is disguised through sales 
taxes or other methods, it will come 
out of the people’s income. And 
even if the cost is split between 
federal and provincial governments 
the same taxpayer will pay it 

Health insurance is a highly de 


sirable service. Most Canadians, we 
suppose, favor it in principle. So 
does the present federal govern- 
ment. But when the government 
looked at its present budget and 
tax rates and then at the cost. of 
health insurance it recoiled in un 
derstandable alarm. As Mr. St. 
Laurent said in his recent western 
tour, this country cannot afford to 
increase its present budget and tax 
rates. Most Canadians undoubtedly 
agree with the prime minister on 
that score 


Some people may still imagine, 
however, that the government is so 
fat with revenue surpluses that. it 
could pay for health insurance 
without raising taxes e current 
surplus stood at about $300 millions 
after the first half of the fiscal 
year. That would not be enough to 
pay for health insurance. Mr 
Abbott says, however, that the sur- 
plus is melting and will disappear 
before the year’s end as the delayed 
defense bills roll in : 


Anyway, the Canadian people 
ave demanding and expecting at 
least some reduction in taxes dur- 
ing the next year. Clearly we can- 
not have any tax reduction and 
must face a huge tax increase if 
we are to undertake health insur- 
ance in the immediate future 

The time for it will come when 
the cost of defense tapers off. Mean- 
while when the C.C.F circulates its 
petition the public will be wise to 
remember the figures of cost and 
taxes which will not be mentioned 
on the face of this attractive docu- 
ment 


Perhaps He Knew Too Much 


E RECENT KREMLIN_ DE- 

mand that the United States 
recall Ambassador George F. Ken- 
nan must be interpreted as an ex- 
hibition of weakness rather than 
strength. 


Kennan is one of a compara 
tively small group of westerners 
who understand Russia and the 
Russian people. There was every 
indication when he presente, his 
credentials to the Kremlin last 
May 14 that he was commencing 
a successful renewal of direct con- 
tact with the Soviet and that in 
his new official capacity he would 
provide an effective link between 
the governments concerned 

His previous record reads like 
a Baedekker. In various junior dip- 
lomatic posts he had represented 
the United States in Hamburg, Tal- 
linn, Riga, Kovno, Berlin, Vienna, 
Prague, Lisbon and other European 
centres 

His services included work un- 
der Ambassador Bullitt in Moscow 
in 1933-34, and as second secretary 
of that embassy starting in 1935 
He was minister-counselor in Mos- 
cow in 1945, before undertaking an 
important job as advisor to the 
U.S. state department in the post- 
war years. 

But Kennan on his recent re- 
turn to Moscow found life too op- 
pressive. He could not long contain 
his concern at the state of quaran- 
tine into which western representa- 
tives were forced. Contact with the 
people was practically nil, move- 
ment was restricted, actions were 
under surveillance. The U.S. am- 
bassador likened conditions to 
those of internment under. Hitler 

That was the peg on which the 
Kremlin hung its objections to the 
American spokesman. Less than 
five months after his installation 
the Soviet government asked for 
his recall. 


It might well be, however, that 


Kennan's days were numbered long 
before he began to chafe 
diplomatic restrictions I 
Moscow. Russian officialdom was 
not likely to forget that he, of all 
men, was instrumental in the shap- 
ing of the Truman da 
the containment of Con 

He, then, was a ke 
the development of the present sit- 
uation, which finds the Soviet 
out any new territorial 
the past year, facing 
resoiute opposition from 
mocracies wherever aggres 
threatened, and apparently de- 
pendin internal disintegration 
of the democracies rather than 
Soviet intervention to effect fur 
ther extensions of the Communist 
empire 

Small wonder that Mr. Kennan 
soon became persona non grata! 

His departure from .Moscow 
leaves a vacancy that evidently 
will not be filled by the present 
United States government, and 
possibly not by the administration 
to be elected next month. Whether 
the United States will retaliate by 
requesting recall of the Soviet. am- 
bassador at Washington will also 
likely await decision by the next 
president 

It is not the first time that dip 
lomatic representation between the 
two countries has been disrupted 
And_relations between. them_—are 
at present. of a nature not likely 
to suffer much by reducing official 
exchanges from the ambassadorial 
level to a relay of messages by chief 
clerks ® 

The most important fact aris 
ing from the incident appears to 
be that Moscow has directed re 
newed attention to the treatment 
of foreigners in the U.S.S.R. The 
Kremlin's fear of contact between 
Russians and the outside world 
has been highlighted, and _ dis- 
closure of fear is evidence of a

Eisenhower— 
Old or New?

‘THE important thing to realize about 

Gen, Eisenhower's campaign is that 
a working theory lies behind it. In these 
last weeks, the General has said and 
done a good many things that have seem- 
ed out of character. He has gone so far, 
in fact, that Col. Robert R. McCormick,’ 
the bitterest enemy of 
everything Eisenhower 
has been presuméd to 
stand for, has now joy- 
fully hailed “the new 
Eisenhower.” 

Yet if the Colonel 
understood |this work: 
ing theory being fol- 
lowed by Eisenhower 
and his intimate staff, 
he might not be so 
jubilant about the Gen- Alsop 
eral’s apparent transformation. 

In brief, Eisenhower was appalled by 
the sheer violence of’ the fight within 
the Republican party, which he only dis- 
covered when ‘he was rudely plunged 
into practical politics. It seemed to Eisen- 
hower then, and it to him now, 
that. the two party itself could 
be destroyed by this violence. 

Both he and such members of his 
staff as Gov. Sherman Adams and Sen. 
Fred Seaton, have always before their 
eyes the spectre of the collapse of the 
two party system in the event of a Re 
publican defeat this year

defeat will give Sen. Robert A. Taft and 
his partisans full control of the party 
machinery, if only by default. They 
argue further that the more respectable 
Republican conservatives, even Sen..

Three hunters picked up last week-end for infractions were 
considerably out of pocket after they'd faced the magistrate ‘A. L 
Thomas}- in provincial (R.C:M.P.) court 

His repeated warnings in seasons gone by.of harsher penal 
ties to come apparently had fallen on deaf ears—so now the judge 
F is popping an extra load in the breach and, 

figuratively speaking, giving the wrong-doers 
both barrels. 

One chap who failed to clear his gun before 
putting it in the car for the homeward trip 
a dangerous oversight—got nicked for $25 and 
$3 costs. 

Another nimrod failed to buy a $4 firearms 
license before taking tothe game trails. He 
paid $25 and $3 costs—and he still has to get a 
license before:again hitting the trails. An In- 
dian was) caught in the act of lugging out an 
antler-less deer. He was fined $40.

H. A> Goward, known to thou- 
sands of Victoria theatre-goers 
over the past half century, and 
other thousands who have 
watched Victoria athletes in that 
same period, died suddenly here 
today.
